It is 
not likely that the rrinocss I^uise will 
ever be the lioire.sM upiiiirenl to the throne 
of ICnglimd, and if she will bo it appears 
very doubtful if it i» possible , for her to 
waive any claim she may have by right 
of birth to the Throne. Whetlior she 
shall 8uccee<l or not ought, one wo\d(i 
think, to be left lo the nation. If the 
people o' (.Ireut iUitain desired lu r to 
beconii* .oen her poraonal wishes ought

It opens the door wide 
for corruption, and a municipality 
which had large contracts to give foi 
houBe-liuilding would ho greatly 
temptod to perpetrate jobs of many 
kinds. Then to compel thoae owuiug 
land near towTis to sell it to the corpora- 
tion at a valuation would be what but 
very few owners of suburban rcsideucos 
wnnM put up with patiently. Lord 
Randolph iiiuat have gone very near in- 
deed to aricialism of a very daiigerous 
kind whon he can bring himself 
to miike auch a propoiial. The 
system be advocates 'would make 
landed property insecure and undesir- 
able. That may, p' rhaps, bo his ob- 
joet, for it Ib very hard iudecti lo tee 
what he ia ill iving at. The eleuienl of 
communif-in in tlii;> scliome Iiceonies very 
prominent in the pro\ isiou which would 
make the occupiers of the houses a pre- 
•dut of tbil land on which the buildingt- 
stand, maliiug no .illownuco for its cost 
in the rent to be clnn ged.

Tiro AillTATlONH. 

The Toronto Mail, which has been 
for some time advocating, in season and 
out of season, Commeruial Union with 
thn United States has signified its in- 
tention to do so no longer. The reason 
which it gives for ceasing to persuade 
the people of the Dominion lo becoino 
commcrcuilly dependent on the United 
.States ia that I here ia no ohanoo of the 
agitation being snecessflil. Ultra pro- 
tectionists are in power in the United 
.States, and there is no use in creating 
a public opinion in favor of Commercial 
Union in Canada when there is no 
probability that the Americans will agree 
to any such tU'rangenienl. Tlii.s the Mail 
might liave known long ago, for inlluen- 
tial American citizens told the Canadian 
Commercial Unionists plainly when the 
agitation was commenced, that there 
was no chance of their obtaining com- 
mercial union with the United States 
unleaa they wore prepared for political 
iiuiou as well. Rut in the face of 
many rebuSTs from Americans the Mail 
kept on endeavoring to prevail 
n|K'U Cunacliaus to give up their com- 
aicrcial and their fiscal independence for 
the .sake of a few tiado adviintiigea. If 
it was as clear-sighted as a leader of 
public opiidon ought to be it would have 
seen at a very early stage of the agita- 
tion that it was laboring in vain. A few 
men, chiefly Liberals, attracted by ita 
roso-colored pictures and its glittering 
generalities, booame converts to the 
plausible theory ; but the disousialou of 
its merits had hardly begun when it was 
joon that it was neither desirable uor 
practicable that Canada should enter u 
commercial union with the United 
.States. It immediately became appar 
out that such a condition was altogether 
inconsistent with Canada's (losition as a 
eolony of Oreat Britain, aud that com 
insroial union was nothing more than 
.annexation very thinly disguised. 

The Mail's few converts soon fell 
Kvay and adoptt-il " unrestriotod 
■iprocity " aa th'jir politii;al creed. This, 
It ia seen, is quite hs impracticable as 
'^omraorclHl union though not so offensive 
to those' Canadians who deairo to retain 
their connection with Great Britain, 
( 'omplete free trade with Canada ii 
opi>osed to the creed of American pro 
lectionists, and the Mail now sees 
that therft is no use is advocating 
oil this side of the line a recipro 
city to which the people on the other 
-Hide are averse. The lame and impotent 
"nclnsion to which our eontemporary 
'■liiiie in this : "We ean only wait 
f ir a hiijipier turn of events and mean 
while endeavor to place the N. P. on : 
more rational basis." Tliis is a plain 
loknowledgment of defeat — ^an in<Ureot 
''mfession that it did not understand 
liie temper of either the Canadian or 
I he .-Vmerioiin pfiple. When il ailvo- 
i.Mted with great zeal and e.\traordinary 
^lertinauity that wdiich neither Canada 
nor the United States wanted, it showed 
ihat however actsomplished and elo<jtteut 
its inspirers are.'they are wanting in 
lournalistic discernment and political 
Aagaeiiy. 

'Diose who direct the policy ol the 
.ilail may think that tlioiigli tlu-y wer 
.vrong when they ooinmilted their paper 
to oommereial union th'ey are right now 
rt'hen they use it as un instrument to 
■also religious strife and discord in the 
Dominion. Hut we are gieatly iiiislakeii 
I they do not litid h.-fcre Imig that their 
lissoliili(ini.-.l p'llii-y in even a greater 
iilunder than was their commercial 
union agitation. A No-Popery howl, 
no matter how loud it may be, 
'r how general it may appear, 
lever lasts long or accomplishes 
nuch. As soon as llii' tir.st excitement 
;x)ls down a little tlie p')0])le .see how 
loUow it ia aud liuil that no good object 
.an be gained by keeping it up. The 
.Vlail is as zealous now in setting Pro- 
lestanta and Catholi(;s by tho ears as it 
.vaa in advocating commercial union a 
ittle while ago. The new agitation is 
iiore i>opular and maki'.i a good de.Tl 
nore noise than the old, hut wl-at does 
,t load to 1 What oau it lead to If If it 
.8 continued it will result in tho dissolu- 
tion of the Confederation. Tlie discord 
vhich the Mail is so indnstrionsly 
onionling, if it spieaii, will make ii 
iniHissiblo fm- Quebec lo remain in the 
Dominion, and will make every other 
,)rovuioe a scene of strife and dissension, 
liut it will not spread. We believe that 
:he p'-ople of the Dominion will, before 
long, have ilieir eyes opened to the evil 
rosults that must I'lllowa politico-religi- 
ous iigititioii, and « ill see that il is host 
for them liom every point of view to 
live in peace aud barniOuy With their 
uoighbors of all religious dunominatious. 
Common sonae and good feeling will 
iBsert their' power, and the agitators 
ivill find thcmselvoR discroilitcd. It 
iiust not bo for^LUrii tli 'i lliere i.s 
I very largo but undemonstrative 
jleinont in tho ix>pulation which looks 
[(Km tho agitation which the Mail has 
raised with quiet disapproval. The 
Mail haa not taken this element into ita 
;alciiliit ion. It has been iniproBsed by 
tho nolso and stir ina'lo by exeitiihle 
people aud ha« imagined its supporters 
lud admirers ^ bo much more numer- 
ous and influential than they really ore. 
■Pho juviple who now look on and say 
nothing will, by and by, make their in- 
tlnence felt, and our contoinporary will 
wonder how it cj.ni.) to bclie\ e that it 
iver had on ita aide a large iind jKiwor- 
ful piirty. It will, if we do not very 
grojitly ndacnleulalo, (ind that its soc- 
ind misUko was much greater and more 
humiliating than Hs first,
